The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest a debris collection container for a planer comprising a 
receptacle defining first and second rigid sections, a lip and a deformable section, and a 
connector connectable between the planer and the receptacle wherein the lip is between the front 
portion and the rear portion in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set forth in 
claims 1 and 17. 

Neither the prior art of record nor any combination thereof discloses the claimed 
invention as set forth in claims 1 and 17. Therefore claims 1-6, 8 10, 12 and 14-17 are deemed 
allowable over the prior art of record.
